MIAMI (UPI) — The Fidel 
Castro regime Wednesday 
announced a reshuffling’ of 
second-string government of- 
ficials and said Raul Roa 
Kouri, son of Cuba’s foreign 
minister, has been relieved 
£s ambassador. 

News of changes and new 
appointments in three minis- 
tries and the National Bank, 
reported in a Havana radio 
broadcast monitored here 
came as Cuban exiles 
launched a boycott of Mexi- 
can films and called for a 
‘'continental campaign 1 
against tourism to Mexico. 

Angered by Mexico’s re- 
luctance to back hemispher- 
ic sanctions against Castro, 
exile organizations mapped 
plans for an anti-Mexico 
boycott similar to that insti- 
tuted against Britain last 
February. 

Stickers Plan 
Thousands of signs and 
stickers reading, “Don’t Vis- 


it Mexico, An Enemy Terri- 
tory” will be printed, Cuban 
exile spokesman say Carde- 
nas Marx Leyte Vidal have 
been “assigned to other du- 
ties in the revolutionary gov- 
ernment.” 

Roa Relieved 

Roa, son of foreign minis- 
ter Raul Roa, was ambassa- 
dor to Brazil until the Joao 
Goulart government was 
overthrown last April. He 
departed for Havana abrupt- 
ly as soon as Goulart’s oust- 
er was confirmed. Before 
going to Brazil he was envoy 
.in Communist Czechoslovak- 
ia.
